Right-o. of 
course, it will be a little inconvenient 
for the workers heré to be thrown out 
of employment, but think of the savings 
that will result in manufacturing jute 
bags at a per diem of 15 cents, or two 
days for a quarter. 

The world must be made safe for the 
jute bag manufactuférs. Is not that 
what our soldiers fought for in Flanders 
Fields? .Was it not worth all the sacri- 
fice to learn that it is cheaper to ship 
jute bags from Calcutta to New Orleans 
than from New York to New Orleans?

ditions such as do not obtain in private industry. 
The principle and practice of governmental regula- 
tion of public utilities are as old as the charters cre- 
ating those utilities. The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
as a petitioner for the immunity from public or gov- 
ernmental interference which a private corporation 
enjoys is an impostor. As such it is without a case. 

Moreover, the transportation act—that pet achieve- 
ment of the Sixty-sixth Congress—placed the railroad 
business on a new basis before the law. It put the 
Government in the railroad business. The Dill of 
rights, which President Rea of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Co. invokes in his letter to the Labor Board, 
was in a measure suspended by the Esch-Cummins 
law, though a happier way of construing it Would be 
to say that the law provided for a new application of 
constitutional rights to meet a new condition in the 
transportation industry brought about by the war and 
the Government’s operation of the railroads. 

Besides making the Government’s resources condi- 
tionally available to the railroads for a period of two 
years the transportation act also created machinery 
for the adjustment of wages and working conditions. 
It gave the railroads wide scope in organizing those 
adjustment boards, but it also created the Labor 
Board as the highest adjustment court to which ap- 
peal can be made, either by the railroad companies or 
the employes when a ruling by a lower adjustment 
court is unsatisfactory. 

This is what has happened in the case of the Penn- 
sylvania road. That road has attémpted to establish 
a working condition which is unsatisfactory to a cer- 
tain body of its employes, who have appealed to the 
Labor Board. The Pennsylvania company denies the 
Labor Board's jurisdiction, declaring that by such in- 
tervention the board would “enter the realm of man- 
agement,” and arguing that no such power was con- 
templated in the transportation act. 

The Pennsylvania company is mistaken. The per- 
sonnel of the Labor Board, in which the railroad 
managements, employes and public are equally rep- 
resented, is a legal declaration that the public has 
an interest in the transportation industry and a voice 
in the conduct of that business. In other words, the 
Government, under the law, has entered the “realm of 
management” in an advisory capacity. To be sure, 
the Labor Board’s jurisdiction is tentative. The 
board is without authority to enforce its decisions. It 
must depend upon the fairness of its findings to se- 
cure their acceptance. Its function is conciliatory. 
But within such limitations its efforts surely are legal 
and proper. 

Should the Pennsylvania company establish its con- 
tention the Labor Board might as well disband. Its 
usefulness will have ended. Possibly that is what the 
Pennsylvania company and the other railroad com- 
panies want. But if they repeal the transportation 
act in part they will have to repeal it in whole. If 
they junk the machinery for arhitrating questions as 
to wages and working conditions they may be sure 
that public opinion will junk the provisions by which 
the railroads can apply to the Government for finan- 
cial assistance. The railroads cannot be a public in- 
stitution when they need money and a private enter- 
prise subject to no regulation or supervision when 
that role pleases them. 


BORAH TELLS THE TRUTH. 

Opposing the ratification -of the German treaty 
which is based upon the Versailles treaty and pre- 
serves for us the benefits of that compact, with free- 
dom to repudiate its obligations and responsibilities, 
Senator Borah said: s 

I think the League of Nations is o ectionable 

and I have always felt also that the V 

treaty without the League was intolerable. The 


League was at least built upon a hope, an in- 
spiration, that it would effectuate something for 


the reconciliation and peace of the world. The 
Versailles treaty is built upon the opposite 
principle; stripped of the League it is built on 


force. 
I think through the League Wilson hoped to 


ameliorate conditions and humanize the terms of 
the Versailles treaty. So standing alone the 
Versailles treaty is to me more objectionable be- 
cause of the principle of force which runs through 
it, the policy upon which it is founded and the 


theory upon which it is built. 

We have called a conference to consider the 
question of disarmament, disarmament by land 
and disarmament by sea. It is my opinion disarm- 
ament by land is an impossibility so long as the 
Versailles treaty continues in exisfénce. With 
the League of Nations eliminated from it, it stands 
\ there a complete militaristic document, making it 

impossible to disarm Europe until the Versailles 
treaty shall have been executed. 

From the chief of the irreconcilables we get a 


word of honesty and truth. The target of the Repub- 
lican Senators, led. by Senator Lodge, who rejected 
the Versailles treaty, was the Covenant of Peace. 
That was regarded as former President Wilson’s chief 
aim and pet, so it was wholly obnoxious and danger- 
ous. It was proposed to take the treaty without the 
covenant. Now that it is proposed to take so much of 
the treaty as accords with our rights and interests 
and reject all of it that involves us in any responsi- 
bility for its execution, Senator Borah blurts out the 
truth. He tells the Senate the one redeeming feature 
of the treaty was the covenant and the League of 
Nations. He credits Mr. Wilson, in forcing the cove- 
nant into the treaty, with a sincere purpose of 
ameliorating its militaristic and oppressive features 
and of humanizing it and doing “something for the 
reconciliation and peace of the world.’ 

The breaking up of the anti-Wilson clique is bring- 
ing out the truth. Senator Borah giving credit to 
Mr. Wilson for a high and humane purpose in making 
the covenant a part of the treaty and creating the 
League of Nations exposes thoroughly the purpose 
of the partisan conspiracy which rejected the treaty 
and the League. The result of the conspiracy is the 
disgraceful treaty which Senator Williams aptly de- 
scribes as ‘an ignominious and inglorious postscript 
of the war.”

STATISTICAL RELIEF. 

The unemployment ills of the United States, if not 
on the way to solution, are at least—and at last—be- 
ing attacked, full front, by the National Unemploy- 
ment Conference now assembled in Washington. The 
conference met just in time. If delayed much longer 
its mission would have been wiped out entirely by the 
paper feats of the official wizards of the Govern- 
ment. 

Here was Secretary Davis a few days ago salving 
over the pangs of the unemployed by asserting that 
the jobless 5,753,000 of today are really not so numer- 
Ous as the alleged 7,000,000 without jobs in 1914. Now 
cnmes the Federal Reserve Board with elaborate sta- 
tistics showing that in.Germany, for instance, a 
skilled mechanic draws the equivalent of $3.50 a week 
against the $7 or $8 a day of his brother in America, 
and that while the German’s cost of living has in- 
creased 1000 per cent since 1914, the American’s is 
only 41 per cent higher. 

The president of the St. Louis Rent League has 
stated that in four days 11 notices of eviction had 
been brought to his attention by the persons on whom 
they were served. Measures should be taken at once 
to see that these people are supplied with their just 
quota of reassuring official statistics.

THE INDIANS AND THE MOUNDS. 


W:. hesitate to debate with one so well in- 
formed as A. M. Nesbit of Gainesville, Mo., 
proved himself in our letter column of Mon- 
day; but wb do not believe the Cahokia Mound or 
any other mound in America was built by 
moundbuilders as distinct from the American 
Indians. We used to subscribe to that theory, 


‘ loving mystery as much as anyone else; but 


some years ago we became interested in Ameri- 
cana, and read oné after another the journals 
of some few hundreds of men who ventured 
into the wilderness of the Western hemisphere 
and told what they saw. A great many of them 
saw the Indians building mounds, living on 
mounds, burying in mounds and using mounds 
as religious structures. A light broke in upon 
us when we read that testimony, and since 
then we have seen the hemisphere with much 
more understanding than we formerly com- 
manded. The story of America is a wonderful 
story. What a pity it is not taught as the story 
of the Mediterranean is taught, and that our 
children do not come out of school knowing 
more of their own half of the world! Indians 
built the great Cahokia Mound around which 
Prof. Moorehead is conducting his explorations. 
Why not? Were they not using similar struc- 
tures in Mexico when Cortez got there? In- 
dians built all the little mounds on the 
blufftops along the Mississippi, Missouri, 
Ohio and Illinois Rivers. Why not? Did 
not Bartram see them building, burying 
in and living upon exactly such mounds in 
Florida and around the Gulf Coast? Did not 
one Spanish explorer see a dead chief and 
all his living wives buried in such a mound in 
Central America? Have we not the history 
of how the ‘Omaha chief, Blackbird, was buried 
Ps on the Missouri—full-panoplied on his war 
—— his face turned to the setting sun—all 
uly covered and rounded off by the Indians 
while white folk looked on? We must recall 
that the Indians have been here a long time. 
They ranged through many stages of primitive 
culture, as well as they ran the whole scale 
of savagery. They were not always the same, 
or always alike everywhere—any more than 
we have always been the same or always alike 
everywhere. One time when Dr. No-Point 
McGhee was in St. Louis and archaeologists 
were thicker hereabout than flies, we all put 
our heads together and evolved a theory as to 
the Cahokia Mounds. That theory Just-a- 
Mf§ute put into a paper which we read before 
the Illinois Historica) Society. It has been 
published by the society, and is available from 
the secretary at Springfield—the product of 
more two-story heads in archaeology than you 
could shake a stick at. What we made of it 
was that the buffalo, which the geologist Hay- 
den says came out of the northwest like an 
irruption, broke up the great community over 
at Cahokia. The buffalo spread like wildfire 
all over the country between the Rockies and 
the Alleghenies. It went almost to the Gulf 
of Mexico. When De Soto crossed from Florida 
to Arkansas he did not even hear of the buf- 
falo until he got beyond the Mississippi, though 
200 years later the French were hunting it in 
Louisiana and it was abundant in Alabama and 
Georgia. 
Southeast Atlantic Coast. What took them to 
the Dakotas? The buffalo did, as it took many 
another tribe away from the flelds and villages, 
eventually to draw them all with its receding 
wave until the first whites found the herds on 
the plains rimmed around by buffalo-hunting 
tribes. The buffalo offered an easier and more 
exciting subsistence than farming, and the chase 
speedily dragged the Indians down to the lower 
stages of barbarism in which we found them. 
Casteneda, who was with Coronado, says they 
found the Comanches following the herds back 
and forth on the plains and eating the flesh of 
the buffalo raw—-just like the wolves. What 
we have always believed since we went into that 
subject is that probably at the time of the Co- 
lumbian discovery Cahokia was a populous

farming community—a place where the Indians 
had their homes and their temple, their flelds 
and their crops. Then the buffalo came, to 
lure them away in the thunder of the chase— 
to lose and to scatter them, leaving Cahokia 
to lie sleeping and silent through the rest of 
time. You get the paper and read it. We wrote 
it, so it cannot be much; but the evidence we 
all got together to support Our case—well, it 
would make Chester Krum abdicate as oppos-
